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WHY 

In  the  course  of  a  year’s  travel  and 
association  with  different  people  we 
learn  of  a  great  many  viewpoints, 
reasons,  arguments,  excuses,  which, 
when  seen  in  cold  type,  even  their 
authors  would  admit  their  shallowness 
and  absurdity.  The  following  will 
serve  as  an  illustration.  The  other 
day,  a  mild  and  harmless  Rabbi  asked 
a  set  of  individuals,  why  they  don’t 
go  to  Temple,  and  this  volley  of  rea¬ 
sons  was  fired  at  him  in  reply:  (1)  I 
am  not  religious.  (2)  I  can  pray  at 
home.  (3)  What  is  the  use  of  pray¬ 
ing.  (4)  I  am  too  busy.  (5)  I  am  too 
tired.  (6)  I  can’t  break  up  the  game. 
(7)  The  weather  is  too  hot,  too  cold, 
too  rainy,  too  windy.  (8)  It  is  the 
girl’s  night  out.  (9)  I  have  to  attend 
the  regular  meeting  of  my  lodge.  (10) 
I  have  a  theatre  engagement.  (11)  I 
am  expected  at  the  dinner  and  dance 
of  my  club. 

They  advance  these  excuses  and  ex¬ 
pect  God  to  give  them  full  credit  for 
their  delinquency.  The  real  reason  of 
all  these  self-exonerations  is:  My 
soul  is  the  least  worth  while  thing 
about  me,  and  I  am  too  lazy  and  care¬ 
less  to  make  any  effort  in  its  behalf. 
This  may  be  harsh  summarization,  but 
it  is  an  honest  bit  of  truth.  Attending 
Divine  Worship  is  an  act  of  grace  to¬ 
ward  self  and  others.  It  is  the  Holy 
Communion  of  reason  and  conscience. 
It  is  a  rationally  conceived  and  Divine¬ 
ly  approved  social  obligation.  See 
what  it  aims  to  accomplish  for  you. 
To  give  you  a  restful  diversion  from 
your  daily  moil  and  toil.  To  stimu¬ 
late  your  thoughts  and  feelings  upon 
the  higher  issues  of  life.  To  invigorate 
your  body  and  quicken  your  spirit 
through  song  and  service,  litany  and 
lecture.  To  develop  the  best  powers 
of  the  man  and  the  woman.  To  keep 
warm  your  life-sustaining  faith  in  God 
and  humanity.  To  lend  you  poise  and 


dignity  in  prosperity  and  supply  you 
with  a  prop  and  fortitude  in  adversity. 
Where  can  you  invest  your  time  to 
better  advantage?  This  is  WHY  you 
should  attend  Temple  regularly  at 
lea^t  once  every  week.  Make  an  earn¬ 
est  resolution  to  this  effect.  Begin 
with  this  week  to  carry  it  out.  In  a 
little  while  your  spiritual  planting  will 
reap  a  harvest  of  satisfaction,  and  you 
will  be  grateful  for  this  pastoral  ad¬ 
vice. 


CRITICr  ^.1  OF  “A  FREE  SOUL” 

I  liked  and  enjoyed  the  performance 
of  “A  Free  Soul”  as  much  as  any  of 
the  best  plays  of  the  season.  And  per¬ 
haps  a  little  better.  To  begin  with, 
the  name  suggests  a  subtle  irony 
which  provokes  thought  and  stands  out 
among  the  bromidic  titles  of  other 
shows.  The  intelligent  theatre-goer 
cannot  fail  to  alight  on  it  while  scan¬ 
ning  the  pages  of  theatrical  attractions, 
and  having  once  picked  it  and  seen  it, 
he  compliments  himself  for  being  a 
good  speculator  and  guessing  right. 

“A  Free  Soul”  is  a  finely  constructed 
drama,  interspersed  with  light  and 
humor  and  bristling  with  emotional 
reactions.  Word  and  action  being  per¬ 
fectly  sychronized,  wove  with  tense¬ 
ness  and  vigor,  becoming  a  full  page 
of  natural  experience  ripped  out  of  thf^ 
great  book  of  life.  It  holds  the  pub¬ 
lic’s  interest  without  pulling  a  shock 
and  generates  a  message  without  in¬ 
tent  to  teach.  It  deals  with  social  ideas, 
raises  personal  questions,  drives  the 
full  consequences  and  forces  inevitable 
conclusions  upon  the  plane  of  com¬ 
mon  sense.  All  this  is  accomplished 
with  a  dramatic  urgency  and  convic¬ 
tion  that  precludes  the  intrusion  of 
one  dull  moment. 

An  evening  with  “A  Free  Soul”  is 
a  compact  of  the  impacts  of  life.  See 
what  it  does.
